Mr. Editor, I am sending you a dollar 
for the renewal of Tue Braven, and I 
thought E would send you a few items 
of Manitoba. We have had a very long 
winter and lots of snow. Snow began 
to fall abont the Ist of November, and 
has stayed with u» till now without any 
thaws. [tis commeueing to look like 
spring iow; quite a lot of land can be 
seen in high places. The snow was 
about three feet deep in the bash, aud 
ice is three feet thick. We have been 
patting in ice for the butter factory, of 
which there are several in Manitoba. 
There ia uot « great deal of money in 
thin bosivess, in this section, for the 
patrons. It costs too much for hauling 
cream add manufacturing. The farms 
are too far apart. The batter that was 
made in the Ninga factory paid th 
farmer 10 centa a pound, and cost 2 
a pound for drawing cream, and about 
4} cents for manufactnring.

They are very deceitful about 
their food, and try very hard to get an 
extra supply, stoutly declaring that they 
have not had anything to eat. It 
piteous to hear them crying and begging | 
for food, not understanding our kind- 
ness in keeping it from them to save} 
their lives. It will be several months; 
before they will be able to take food 
like healthy children. You can under 
atand the patience and love required to, 
day after day, care for these children 
who have no idea of the laws of sanita 
tion and health, but He who said, “saf 
fer little children to come unto me™ bas| 
wonderfally softened our hearts towards | 
these little famine victims; and when 
we have to send any away to other! 
schools it is almost difflealt to decide 
whom to send, as if we were their 
parents. 

When the famine began we had no 
money for the support of famine child 
ren; nor did we know where it was to 
come from; bnt week after week as the 
children have to come to us, God has 
sent us money through His people in 
America, England aud the . Colonies, 
and believe that He will continue to 
care for his little ones. The cost of a 
child's support has riven from $15 to 
$20 a year, or from £3 to £4. Those 
wishing to he!p us may kindly send the 
money to me by foreign post office order 
or bank draft on London whieh can be 
had at almos§any bans. If more con 
vinenz it may be sent to the cditor of 
this paper. giving your fall address and 
he will kindly sed the money to me 
with the address of the donors with 
whom I will correspond. I shall be 
glaito send a photograph of-famine 
childrer: to every donor. 

The number of people on Govern- 
ment reliet works at present is 2,000,000, 
‘The Government is doing a great work 
io saving life.
